Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana  that  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  first  alley  south  of 
High  Street  as  plated  and  shown  in  the  plat  of  Schroeders  Subdivision  to 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  vacation  as  above
